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SUPPLEMENTARY SERVICES. 


Tre Services for Women, which are to be inaugurated to-morrow at the 
Jewish Working Men’s Club, are an interesting sign of the times. A 
departure so novel would have been impossible in our conservative commu- 
nity, had not the want which it is designed to meet exhibited itself in 
imperious fashion. But these Services for Women are the outcome of a 
tendency, as well as an attempt to strengthen one particular point in our 
religious machinery. It is becoming more evident every day that if the 
Synagogue is to fulfil its function, or even to ensure its future vitality, its 


form of worship must be varied to suit the needs of diverse bodies of 


worshippers. In other words the “‘ statutory” Service must be supple- 
mented by Services of a special character, to be determined by the require- 
ments of the particular kind of congregation which it is desired to attract. 
Such an expedient ought to commend itself to conservative minds, seeing 
that it is calculated to shield the ordinary Service from radical changes. It 
was appropriate, that the Great Synagogue, the traditional home of 
conservative Judaism, should have been the first in which effect was given 
to this broader view of the scope of public worship. The musical Service 
on Hanucah, though it was subsequently discontinued in deference to the 
opinion of a powerful ‘‘ orthodox ” element in the congregation, was never- 


theless a sign of the times, the eloquence of which was intensified by the 


quarter whence it proceeded. Even those who opposed the Service attacked 
merely one of its details, not the object it was designed to effect. The 
organ-question was allowed to become the battle-ground between two parties 
who were absolutely at one with each other as to the necessity of making 
special provision for the devotional requirements of the young. That this 
unanimity really exists has been strikingly proved of late by the Children’s 
Services which were held during the recent holidays in the Hall of the 
Great Synagogue, under the supervision of the Executive of the congregation, 
and with the approval and personal co-operation of the Caigr Rass. 
These Services differed in some material respects from those that were being 
held simultaneously within the synagogue itself. They commenced at a 
later hour, in spite of the importance usually attached to the custom of 
beginning prayers early on the High Festivais, and while the ordinary 
Service was abridged in one direction by the omission of certain passages in 
the Liturgy, it was extended in another by the introduction of appropriate 
Psalms and English Prayers. In short, the Tent” Service held for two 
successive years at the Free School for the benefit of the “ unattached ” 
Waifs, was introduced into the precincts of the Great Synagogue for the benefit 
of the children of the seatholders themselves. 


Nor bas the pew movement heen confined to the Engst End, A At the 
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St, John’s Wood Synagogue a Hanucah Service for children has slready 
become an established institution, At the Central Synagogue a Special 
Service for Girls came up like a flower a few years ago, and perished like a 
flower. Bat the conviction fof which it was the concrete expression 
survives. The special sermon addressed to children by the minister, the 
Rev. Davip Fay, on the recent Day of Atonement, meant more than met 
the eye. It was all that came out of the cracible after a proposal to hold a 
Children’s Service in the Vestry Room on Yom Kippur had been subjected 
to a searching analysis. A decision in favour of the proposal had actually 
been arrived at by the Board of Management, bat at the eleventh 
hour other counsels prevailed, and the decision was reversed. But something 
had to be done for the children ; and so a sermon was preached to them. That 
Services for Children at the Central Synagogue, and at other synagogues also, 
will be inaugurated in the near future, is not to be doubted for a moment. 
But the question is a much larger one than that of holding Children’s Services 
The fortnightly Services for working men and women which are held at the 
Great Synagogue during the winter suffice to prove that the wider 


aspects of the matter are not being overlooked. Still more significant, of 


course, is the new departure which is to be initiated to-morrow at 
the Working Men’s Club, It is found that neither the Ordinary Service 
nor the fortnightly Service for working-people is capable of bringing the 
young women of the East End to synagogue ; and the fact is duly faced. 
A form of Service is contrived which, it is believed, will possess the needed 
power. It will be short, it will be partly in English, and though intended 
for use on Sabbath afternoons it will not be in any way identical with the 
Mincha prayer. Ministers will occasionally conduct the Service, but as a 
rule the prayers will te read, and the addresses delivered by, ladies. 

_ The inauguration of these Services for Women is in itself a sufficiently 
significant event. Still more suggestive is the feeling which it has 
aroused in influential sections of the community. That feeling was ex- 
pressed pretty clearly at the last meeting of the Council of the United 


‘Synagogue. The innovation is regarded as a step in the right direction, but 
as a step also which must be marked by still greater breadth if it is to be a — 


fair representation of communal opinion. The recognition by our religious 

leaders of the divorce of the youthful members of the East End Jewry from 
the Synagogue Service, is satisfactory enough as far as it goes; what is 

needed is thatthe recognition should take an ampler form. The question 

of supplying auxiliaries to the ordinary Service must be dealt with in far 
less timid fashion. Instead of being held fortnightly, these Women’s 
Services must be held weekly. Instead of being held at the Working Men’s 
Club, they must be held in a synagogue—not in a Chevra, that is to say, 
but in a place of worship belonging to the United Synagogue. Whether for 
‘‘ Women’s Services ” we should not be able to read “ Men and Women’s 
Services ” without any necessity for changing the order of prayer drawn up 
by the Chief Rabbi, may be a debatable point. Io our opinion the 
probability of young girls being induced to attend these Services would be 
greatly increased by the fact of their fathers, brothers and sweethearts being 
allowed to attend them likewise ; and there is the farther: important consi- 
deration that a special form of public worship is needed for young men as 
well as for young women. Lord observation was not in- 

consistent with human nature when he said that girls would 
prefer to walk out with their male friends on Saturday afternoon to 

attending a Service without them. The preference may be very improper, 

but it existe, and must be reckoned with. Nor can there be any harm in 
reckoning with it. The great point is, not to establish Services, bat to get 

congregants, and, having got them, to turn them into worshippers. We 
must see to it not only that the Service exists, but that it succeeds. 

Above everything these Women’s Services must be held in a 
synagogue. Those who attend them, or who ought to attend them, 
must not be encouraged to think that they are simply hanging 
on to the skirts of the community—that they are in a sense outcasts, for 
whom a mere prayer-meeting at a Hall is quite good enough. They must have 
the best we can give them—the largest synagogue, the most popular 
ministers, the finest choirs. Your East End Jew is very particular about 
the quality of what he gets for nothing. All such Services, too, must be 
co-ordinate with fthe usual work ‘of the Synagogue, not subordinate to it. 
We purposely put the proposition in the widest form. It is evident, if 
public worship is to retain its vitality, that increasing resort must be had to 
supplementary Services—not only in the East End, but all over London. 
The Hampstead Afternoon Services evidently reepond to a definitely felt 
want ; if, they were transferred to a synagogue, which has been impracti- 
cable hitherto, ‘the urgency of the want would probably be further demon- 
strated. Suppose such a transference were to take place, would Judaism 
really suffer any injury ? Would not the very reverse be the case, that is to 
say if Judaism is, as we all affirm it to be, the religious sentiment in 
action? The necessity of supplementing the established system of public 


worship is felt, not by our community only, but by most depominations, 


The deficiencies of the Church Service is now the 
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cussion, and the Salvation Army, with its orthodox imitation, the Church 


Army, is a result of their recognition. In short, what is wanted is a mis- 


sionary movement. Jews, as well as Gentiles, must find the Service, so to 


speak, brought to them ; it is not enoagh that they should be brought to 


the Service. They must be placed, not merely in physical touch with the 


Synagogue, but in spiritual touch with it. They must be helped to worship ; 
but .hey must be able to feel that the help comes to them from the Syna- 
gogue itself, and not from any subsidiary and less imposing source. 


BARON DE HIRSCH AND THE RUSSIAN JEWS.

We have authority for stating that Baron de Hirsch contemplates con- 
voking an International Jewish Congress, to consider the action which should be 
taken for the purpose of rescuing the Russian Jews from their terrible position, 
and of procuring for them new homes in more favoured lands. The principal 
Jewish communities in Europe will be invited to send delegates to this great 
humanitarian congress. The place of meeting has mot yet been definitely fixed, 


but it is not improbable that London will be chosen. The Congress would meet: 


early in the ensuing year. 


THE RUSSIAN FUND. 


The Fund for the relief of the distressed Russian Jewish Refugees con- 
tinues to increase, and a Fourth list is advertised this week. The amount raised 
to date is over £70,000. ; 3 

At the last meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee, a further sum of 
£5,000 was voted to the Central German Committee at Charlottenburg (Berlin), 
towards the assistance of the refugees under the previous arrangements as. to 
the direction of the migration of the refugees to suitable districts outside of 
Europe, where there is a prospect of their obtaining a fair livelihood. | 

The canvass in East London is proceeding satisfactorily under the auspices 
of the East London Branch Committtee, of which Mr. Lewis Levy is Chairman. 

The next meeting of the Appeal Committee is sammoned for Tuesday next, 
at 6°30, at the New Synagogue Chambers, Great St. Helen’s, when it is pro- 
posed to consider further suggested arrangements for bringing the Fund under 
the notice of those members of the community who may not have contribute, 
and to add to the Appeal Committee designated representatives of the provin- 
cial congregations. 

Mr, Lewis Emanuel, Honorary Secretary for the Provinces and Colonies, has 
reported the progress of collections in that department. Reports of provincial

BRIGHTON. 


On Sunday last a meeting was held at Bnghton. and a committee was 
formed, with the Rev. A. C. Jacobs as the hon. secretary.

CARDIFF. 

A meeting of the Cardiff Hebrew Congregation was held last Sunday at the Old

A meeting of the members of the Congregation was held on Sanday at the 
Hebrew school. The Rev. S. Sumberg presided. After referring to the gross per- 
secutions of the Jews in Russia, the Chairman appealed to all Jews in the district 
to make a special effort to help their suffering co-religionists. Mr. Alexander 
moved, “ That we, the members of this Congregation, pledge ourselves to 
an enthusiastic and self-sacrificing support of the cause of our suffering co-re- 
ligionists in Russia, and with that object the largest possible fund be raised, 
and be forwarded to the head committee in London.” The proposition was 
seconded by Mr. L. Goldberg. The motion having been agreed to, a considerable 
sum was immediately collected in the room, and the announcement was made amid 
loud applause. The Rev. S. Sumberg was appointed president. and Mr. 8. Gorston, 
vice-president, Mr. L. Goldberg, treasurer, and Mr. A fAlexander, hon. secretary. 
A public appeal will be made in the district. 

| LEICESTER. 

On Sunday a meeting was held at the Synagogue Chambers, Crafton Street, for 
the purpose of considering the persecution of the Russian Jews. There was a 
good attendance, including the Rev. J. H. Dainow, Ald. I. Hart, Messrs. J. Joseph,

mously. Ald. Hart was elected chairman ; Mr. J. Joseph, vice-chairman - Mr. S, Hart,

S. Thomas, and B. Samuels were appointed as the committee. It was resolved to 
open a subscription list, donations for which will be received by the members of 
the committee and the managers of the local banks.

(Applause.) 
The Rev. Mr. FrtEDEBERG moved, “That this meeting expresses its horror at th 
persecution of the Jews in Russia, and pledges itself to use its utmost endeavours 
to alleviate the distress caused.” After describing at length the sufferings of the 
Russian Jews, Mr. Friedeberg said that the mass of suffering with which they _ 
had to deai was appalling, bat they should not let its magnitude dishearten hes 
and make them think that all they could do would be of little avail. On the con. 
trary,each contribution had a tangible result. Hach family that the committes 
were enabled to remove from that seething mass of human misery in the Pale 
effected a double good. It was a blessing to those that were helped, and, moreover 
it tended to relieve the congestion in the Pale, and to make the conditions of lif. 
there less horrible for those who were left behind. An excellent beginning had 


been made in Liverpool. It was a cause that called for extraordinary generosity 


and some personal sacrifice. Let the movement be continued in the spirit in which 


it had been taken up. They should each endeavour to realise the fact that across 
the Continent had come an appeal to all Jews by reason of their race, and to all 


Christians by reason of their common humanity and brotherhood. (Applause.) 


Mr. GEORGE BEHREND, in seconding the resolution, said it seemed almost 
impossible for them, living under the beneficent rule of her Majesty to imagine 
that in a country only forty-eight hours from London such a state of things could 
be possible and such persecutions goon. There had been nothing like it since the 
dark days of the Spanish Inquisition. It must not be forgotten that with the 
expulsion of the Jews from Spain the decline of the country commenced, and it had 
taken her centuries to get over it; and who could say that a similar fate did not 
await Rassia’? Although he would not say that it was a visitation of Ged on 
Russia for her cruelty, still it was a strange coincidence that at the time when the 
Russian Emperor and Government were executing these harsh and terrible 
ceedings their country should be visited by the most extraordinary and wide-spread 
famine ever known in the annals of that empire. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. B. L. BENAS, who supported the resolution, said he was asked the other day 
by a prominent citizen whether the present persecutions were so overwhelmingly 
great as they were nine years ago, when the people of Liverpool assembled in the 
Town Hall in thousands to express their sympathy, and he had the authority of one 
of the leading barristers of Russia,a man of European prominence, for replying 
that the sufferings of nine years ago were light in comparison with those of to-day. 
The former were due to the impulses of the mob, to which they were subject in any 
community ; but the latter were the result of a relentless, slow persecution care- — 
fully thought out. (Hear, hear.) Thequestion arose, What was going to be done 
with the money subscribed? The object of the fund was to guide the stream of 
emigration into proper channels away from England, and he appealed to Liverpool 
to do what she did nine years ago. 7 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

A suggestion was thrown out that the subscriptions should be made annual, as 
the persecution was likely to go on for years, and many of the subscription forms 
handed in were filled up in accordance with the suggestion. : 

The CHAIRMAN, in acknowledging a vote of thanks, said the list of subscriptions 
he held in his hand was his best thanks. There was a strong and powerful com- 
mittee, and they intended before they made their final return to make an active 
canvass of every Jew in Liverpool. (Applause.) He knew also that many of their 


Christian friends would willingly and voluntarily come forward in support of the 


movement. He then read out the list of subscriptions, which, he said, the secretary 
informed him amounted to over £1,100. (Applause.) 

The proceedings then terminated. 

MANCHESTER. | 

A largely-attended meeting of the Jewish community in Manchester was held 
on Sunday evening, in the Jews’ Schools, Derby Street, Cheetham, to protest against 
the persecution of the Jews in Russia by the Government of that country. Mr. E. 
M. Henriques, J.P., presided, and amongst those present were the Revs. A. Lowy, 
L. M. Simmons, J. H. Valentine, and S. Cohen; Mr. Isidor Frankenburg, Mr. 
Schlesinger, and the Chevalier Froehlich, Italian Consul. 

The CHAIRMAN said he proposed to invite the meeting to join in a sympathetic 
outcry against the oppression which ruled in ,the unhappy land of Russia in con- 
nection with the Jewish people. They must feel deeply for the sufferings of tbeir 
brethren. There was no necessity for any flourishes of rhetoric when he a 
to Jewish hearts and Jewish hands to sympathise with them. The meeting would 
be awate how difficult it was to obtain any clear idea of the actual position of their 
brethren in Russia, but from the Press, from letters received by their great 
charitable associations, and from private sources, it was made too clear that there 
was a revival, and a revival in an aggravated form, of that persecution which in 


1881 and 1882 aroused the sympathies and feelings of outraged civilised communities 


in Europe, in America, and in every land. The persecution which obtained to-day 
in Russia was carried on with a persistence and a continued effort which was 
calculated to attain its end; but all those efforts to stamp out Judaism had 


’ and would fail while the members of that faith had the support of their Creator 


and the sympathy ofitheir friends throughout the world. (Hear, hear.) _ The oe 
secution of the Jews in Russia was not because of the hatred of the Russian to se 
Jewish religion ; it was because, owing to their poverty, caused by long-contin 
oppression, they could no longer satisfy the greed of the Russian official. It was 
well known that those who could bribe the tyrannical official were permitted to 
i the law. He appealed to the people of Manchester to come forward gene- 
rously and help them. The Jewish motto must be, “One people, one 
(Applanse.) 
The Rev. Dr. Lowy proposed :—‘ That this meeting condemns the inhuman 
iniquitous persecution of, the Jews in Russia, and expresses its deepest sympathy 
with them in their hour of trial and suffering.”

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


Ina private letter from Volozin particulars are given of the manner in which 
the Jews are being driven from pillar to post in Russia, so that all the Jews are 
fearful of the morrow. The object seems to be to prevent the Jews altogether 
from earning their livelihood. It is said thatthe Jews do not become agricul- 
culturists, but the reason is well known. They are not allowed to own land and 
not even to dwell in villages. It happened but a week ago that a Jew ina 
village near Volozin was summoned before the Governor and given 24 hours’ 
notice to leave. The poor fellow had nearly reaped his corn; it was waiting in 
the field only to be dry and to be carried off ; he had also much fruit growing. He 
begged that he might have time to carry with him what he had cut. But the 
Governor would give him no respite,and ordered the police to drive the poor Jew 
out; not even allowing him to carry his furniture with him. Now just imagine 
with this example before you, what cana Jew do? He is not allowed to dwell 
here, he is not permitted to follow his profession, that trade is prohibited to 
him, and so on. He may only dwell in an overcrowded town where he may 
become a small shopkeeper or lend out his savings. Nothing else. And then the

Of thes 
the literal is but a solitary mode. Jews are taught, that where Holy Writ com. 
mands or prohibits, there is no room for figurative interpretation. Whoere 
ventures to distort the literal sense of such a passage, until the precept 
ordinance enshrined in it be twisted to suit his own purposes, treats the spint of 
the text with gross irreverence. On the other hand, where the Torah clothes ig 
ethical teachings in the garb of narrative, then with the commentators of old 
say “the text itself exclaims—a figurative exposition for me.” Such an attitus 
towards the Word gave rise to the inexhaustible treasures of the Midrashim. 
Mr. Cohen proceeded to interpret the story that centres around the tree of 
knowledge of good and of evil, as a picture of the mental and moral develop 
ment of each individual soul. Man, living at first in a condition of arts 
innocence, cannot for long look around him in the garden of God's world withor 
iving the serpent, that ancient symbol of thought.

ConsTANTINOPLE, OcT.30.—The following is the text of the circular addressed 
by the Porte to the foreign Ambassadors on the subject of Jewish immigration :— 
“ {n order to avoid the dangers to the public health arising from the agglomera- 
tion of Israelite emigrants, the Porte has considered it necessary, as a preventive 
measure, to prohibit their entry into Ottoman territory. The Minister for Foreign 
Affairs therefore begs the Ambassadors to request the navigation companies no 
longer to give them passage to the Ottoman Empire, the maritime authorities 
having received instructions not to allow them to land.” It is stated that since 
the issue of the above circular, captains of two vessels, each carrying about 
eighty Jewish families from Russia, Roumania, and other countries, have been 
refused permission to land their passengers.— Reuter. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 2.—It is officially announced that the circular addressed 
by the Porte to the Foreign Puc ak ton ewish immigration does not 
affect Israelites travelling on business, or individuals coming alone to Turkey, 
but only destitute persons and bodies of immigrants who have no means of 
providing themselves with suitable lodgings. The restrictions concerning Jewish 
pilgrims proceeding to Palestine are maintained.— Reuter.

AUSTRALIA, 


On the 28th September a telegram reached Melbourne to ithe effect that 
during the previous week 2,000 Jews had left Kieff and Odessa for the United 
States and Australia. In answer to a query as to what action the Government 
would take in the event of the cable message ving correct, Mr. Munro, the 
Premier, stated that he would refuse to allow them to land. He was of opinion 
that it would be very bad policy and altogether against the interests of the — 
colony to allow any large body of paupers, whether persecuted or otherwise, to 
make a descent upon Australia. | 

The Public Service in Melbourne was considerably agitated a few months 
ago. From reports given in the daily press of that city, it appears that on the 
death of the Accountant in the Department of Mines, the post was temporarily 
contided by the Secretary of the Department to Mr, Philip Cohen (a native of 
London) who has been in the service of the State since 1866, and who in the 
opinion of his superior was eminently qualified by his ability for this high office. 
The Secretary of the Department recommended Mr. Cohen to the Public Service 
Commissioners, with whom all appointments rest, for permanent appointment as 
Accountant, but in defiance of this recommendotion the Commissioners proposed to 
fill the vacancy by transferring thereto a gentlemen employed in the Education 
Department, who is some years Mr. Cohen’s junior in service. The agitation 
against the intended injustice to Mr. Cohen to Parliament. and Jed to a debate 
lasting more than two hours, the upshot of which was that the Premier agreed to 
stay executive action in the matter until the Public Service Act Amendment Bill 
had come before the Assembly. Mr. Cohen’s case has been warmly taken up by 
influential newspapers and public men. | , 


The Sydney Congregation held its annual meeting on September 13th, and 
the Executive in their report had to complain of the falling off in voluntary 
offerings, which has caused a diminution in the revenue to the extent of £500 per 
annum. The balance sheet snowed a total income of £3,080, and an expendi 
ture of £3,899. The salaries reached £2,100, exclusive of allowance to the Rev. 
J. H. Landau, the Assistant Minister elect, who is continuing his studies in 
London, and is to go up for examination early next year. 


The Rev. A. T. Boas, of Adelaide, during a visit to Fremantle (Western — 
Australia) delivered a lecture in aid of the proposed hospital, in the presence of 
his Excellency the Governor and the Chief Justice. Two meetings were held to 
discuss congregational matters with Mr. Boas, who assisted to secure a piece of 
ground for the erection of a synagogue, school and minister’s residence. | 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The anti-Semite Schneider has launched a fresh grievance in the Austrian 
Parliament against the Jews. He has complained that Jewish surgeons, who 
form a majority of their profession in Vienna, only employ the cyt. “¥08 of Chris- 
tians for enatomical purposes, whilst they take care that the bodiee of Jews 
shall be buried without undergoing anatomy, and, further, that in the hospitals 
they attempt dangerous experiments only on Christian patients. Rabbiner Dr. 
Bloch at once replied in an effective speech, which stung the anti-Semites to the 
quick, and was frequently interrupted by prolonged applause from other parts 
of the House. Dr. Bloch’s speech was regarded as a masterpiece of oratory. 

Professor Ernst Fleisch] died in Vienna on the 22nd October, after long 
suffering, at early age of 45 years. He was one of the most brilliant of German 
physiologists, and one of the greatest ornaments of the Vienna University. 

an accident which befell him nineteen years ago, when assistant 
to Professor Rokitansky, his life became a martyrdom ; indeed short 
as it was, it was as rich in pain as in scientific results. ite his 
suffermgs Professor Fleischl wrote several works of the highest scientific value, 
which made his name famous in the German Republic of letters. At the opening 
of the Course of lectures on Physiology, Professor Exner paid a touching tribute | 
to Professor Fleischl who, he said, fell like a soldier on the battle field of honour 
in the service of medical science. The funeral was attended by many of the 
oa doctors and Professors in Vienna. At the grave addresses were dativered 
y Rabbiner Dr. Giidemann and by the famous Professor von Billroth. The > 
latter's moving farewell to his departed colleague produced a deep emotion among | 
the bystanders.

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA 
An important manifestation has been made in Roumania in favour of 
granting de facte to the Jews in that country the complete civil and political 
rights which were guaranteed to them under the Treaty of Berlin. Upwards of 
four hundred Christian young men. belonging to the most cultured families, 
have published an appeal, in which they declare that it is not a sign of civilisa- 
tion to pose as enemies of a population that forms an absolutely indispensable 
element, which supplies in part, the middle-class elément, altogether absent in 
Roumania, and with which Christians live in harmony and entertain friendly 


| relations. The Jews, it is further pointed out, assimilate themselves more and 


more every day to the rest of the population, they pay all taxes, and recognise 
no other fatherland but the one in which they were born and in which they gain 
their living. The signatories to the appeal intend to establish a society which 
by means of meetings, the publication of pamphlets and a newspaper. shall 
produce a sympathetic and powerful current in favour of the admission of Jews 
as Roumanian citizens. | 

We have lately given several instances of vexatious and arbitrary measures 
taken by pubiic officials in Upper Moldavia. The Jews in that part of 
Roumania have petitioned M. Catargi. the Minister of the Interior, with refer 
ence to these oppressive proceedings, and his Excellency has promised that he 
will study the question with the utmost care. and that if the facts stated in the 


| memorial are confirmed he will take care that justice is done to the Jews. 


JULIUS STETTENHEIM OF BERLIN. 


On Monday last. the 2nd of November, Herr Julius Stettenheim celebrated 
his 60th birthday. There is scarcely a more popular man than Stettenheim um 
the German journalistic world. He is popular both in his profession and with 
the public, to whose amusement. he has largely contributed for many years by 
his many humorous writings. A Committee was formed in Berlin for the 
purpose of honouring the event by a grand féte. The Chief Stage Manager of 
the Royal Theatre, Herr Grube,and the well-known author, Paul Lindau, were at 
the head of the Committee, and a grand banquet was given to him on Monday 
at the Englische Haus, when the Berlin journalists joined in honouring Herr 
Stettenheim. Julius Stettenheim is the son of an eminent Jewish picture dealer 
of Hamburg. He was intended to continue his father’s business on the latter 
death, but left it to his elder brother and went to Berlin to study Philosophy.

Of course, the 
problem of what we shall do with our Russian co-religionists interests both 
Christians and ourselves, and events in this connection are being keenly watched

by all. The poor Russ, however, has a few friends here, and one letter that © 


appeared in a local paper lately, gave a most encouraging account of the success- 
ful progress of a Jewish agricultural settlement in New Jersey, U.S.A. The 
communication was signed “George Fearing,’ and was mainly taken from 
articles lately printed in the New York Herald, It completely drove away the 


old bogey of Jews being a strictly non-agricultural people, and that their natural . 


disposition was bent on buying and selling only. This, in a very small way, can 
be corroborated in South Africa, for in my travels I have met several Jewish 
farmers and stock-raisers. As objection to. the admission of Russian Jews in 
certain countries is based on this most fallacious idea, we ought to be most 
assiduous in dispelling it,and in shewing to the world that. if allowed, the Jew 


can produce wheat as well as sell watches. There are many parts of South 


Africa well adapted for proving this truth, and I sincerely hope that the time 
will come when a few thousands of our brethren will be seen speeding the 
plough out here. Depend upon it there is room enough for them. 


An amusing incident occurred a couple of weeks ago. A young German) 


went over to /es autres,asa matter of course on strictly conscientious grounds, 
and after many edifying manifestations of having “got religion,” as Sambo in 
the States terms it, went round collecting funds, ostensibly for some pious pur- 
pose. His friends, however, would not stand this, they were highly gratified at 
his “getting™ their religion, but drew the line at his getting their money, in 
such a fashion. anyway, so an advertisement appeared cautioning all and sundry 
that the ex-Jew was not authorised to collect. For some inexplicable reason he 
was described in the caution as “a German Jew,” probably in an ironical sense. 
This very egregious young man, not content to let well alone, actually sued the 
advertiser, a prominent missioner, and really a gentleman of the highest respecta- 
bility, for hbel. of course losing the case and getting into the bargain a most 
severe reprimand from the magistrate, who stigmatized him as a “liar anda 
hypocrite.” Then a couple of anonymous coreligionists rushed into print, pro- 
testing against the foolish young fellow being advertised as a German Jew. 
Happily the absurd discussion ended with their protestations, I say “ happily.” 
because we as Jews have more urgent points to argue than either the belief or 
nationality of an apostate. The black cloud of Muscovite miseries hangs over 
Judea like a pall, there are occasional indications of unfriendly feeling when the 


rumour is bruited that a body of Russian Jews may come here. We should, 


therefore. save our powder in anticipation of a newspaper. battle on that matter. 
and should certainly not waste it on puerilities. In trivial matters we should 


- pot assert ourselves too freely. 


One of the “burning questions” of the day out here is that of inter- 
marnage. I am well aware that far wiser heads than mine have been 
perplexed over it,and that at various times, the minds of our most erudite 
scholars have been exercised over it with but little result. Still, there has never 
been a period in our history when the pernicious practice has been'so prevalent 
as of late. and it is ingh time that some plain-speaking were uttered. As 
an original cause I consider that many parents are lacking in their duties, ample 
decorative accomplishments are supplied to children, whilst a solid religious 
training is so superficially given as to count as next to none atall. The dignity 


of Judaism is not upheld in a proper manner; Sabbaths and Feasts and Fasts 


are only recognised when convenient, and in fact the minor observances, which 
are really the vital elements of our faith, are so apathetically regarded that they 


might almost be abolished altogether. It could be argued that in a prosperous — 


condition Israel becomes dilletante, an occasional trouble is needed to prevent us 


from languishing, in a spiritual sense, and that “rishus” is required to waken | 


us up. To cap all is the amazing complacence with which the scandalous practice 
iscontemplated. Considering how it strikes at the very maintenance of the 


_ faith itself, how it is extending, one would naturally suppose that the Jew who 
marries a Gentile would be—at least—frowned upon. But instead of that, inter- 


marriage is tacitly encouraged, certain ecclesiastical authorities are making
